Mrs. Heady said she never saw 
the “bundle” after she left the 
station wagon in St. Joseph.

When Hall was questioned 
yesterday here, he told police he 
tried to force Bobby to take 
some sleéping pills, shortly after 
the kidnaping.

Marsh ‘May Be Armed.’

Officers 
were advised to “take extreme 
caution in apprehending; he may 
be armed.” 

In a search yesterday of the 
personal effects of Mrs. Heady, 
police found two notes, One, 
written on a magistrate’s court 
subpena, said she was going out 
and would be back. 

The note said that since the 
news was out, the lady next 
door was “suspicious.” Appar- 
ently the recipient of the note 
was being advised to “lay low,” 
police said.

Among Hall’s effects, seized in 
his apartment at the Town 
House, apartment hotel, were 
two metal suitcases, one con- 
taining $137,000 and the other 
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jail. Guards checked them 
every few minutes through the 
night. 


Mrs. Heady was in a cell with 
several other women; Hall was 
confined to cell 40, described as 
a “maximum security” cell. Jail 
officials feared he might harm 
himself or be harmed by other 
prisoners. 

‘Wish I Could Sleep.’ 

Late last night when Warden 
Edgar Hensley told Mrs. Heady 
to “‘get some sleep,” she replied, 
“I only wish I.could.” She and 
Hall had cereal, toast and coffee 
for breakfast today.

Passage of Law. 

About a month after Haupt- 
mann’s execution for the Lind- 
bergh kidnaping, Congress passed 
the act under which Federal 
Bureau of Investigation agents 
enter a case officially on the 
seventh day, under the assump- 
tion the hostage has been taken 
across a state line. 

Despite the Lindbergh law, 
which carries a maximum pen- 
alty of death, the crime of kid- 
naping increased until 1940. 
Since then it has died down.. 

Law enforcement experts as- 
sume that most of the criminal 
element has finally realized this 
is one crime that doesn’t pay 
off. 

Since 1932, when the federal 
government took over jurisdic- 
tion in abductions involving the 
crossing of state lines, the FBI 
reports it has handled or helped 
to handle some 459 kidnap cases 
—all but two of them solved. 

Kidnapping motives run _ the 
gamut--for ransom, for revenge, 
the .work of psychopaths, the 
technical violations involved in 
taking hostages after a holdup. 

In numerous cases, the ran- 
som-collectors mever had a 
chance to enjoy their sudden 
wealth.

She was reported to have been 
an above average student in high 
school and at Northwest Mis- 
souri State College, which she 
attended for brief periods in 
1930 and 1931. 

Dr. H. F. Mundy, Buchanan 
county coroner, said the autopsy 
showed the child was killed by 
a single shot fired into the right 
side of the head back of the 
temple. The bullet emerged on 
the left side. He said the boy 
had been dead six days or 
longer, judging from the condi- 
tion of the body when found, 

Two of the child’s front teeth 
were missing and another one 
was loose, the autopsy disclosed, 
giving rise to speculation that 
the boy might have been beaten 
before being shot. . 

The earth taken from the 
grave was being. sifted by two 
workmen, under the watchful 
eye of an FBI agent, in a search 
for the teeth, or any other bit 
of additional evidence.

TYPHOID RISING IN ILLINOIS 
DESPITE SCIENTIFIC GAINS 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. (AP) — 
baa Roland R. Cross, state 
| health director, said Wednesday 
| that typhoid fever still is a 
| problem in Illinois, despite the 
‘spectacular preventive medicine 
gains of recent years. 

Cases are on the rise this 
year, with 44 reported in the 
first nine months compared to 
30 in the corresponding period 
of 1952, he said. Cross said t 
were traced to personal confaet 
or to the handling of fond by 
apparently healthy persons who 
turned out to be carriers. Once 
discovered, carriers are removed 
from fool handling jobs and 
placed under Health Depart- 
ment surveillance. 

Cross said further inroads 
against typhoid depend on de- 
tection of carriers, who consti- 
tute a reservoir of infection 
among the general population. 
In the 1920s, the number of 
Illinois typhoid cases ran about 
| 1500 a year on the average. In 
the 1940s, the annual incidence 
had dropped to around 160 
cases.

$290,363 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (UP) — 
The world champion New York 
Yankees were rewarded today 
for their latest World Series 
triumph with the fattest pay- 
check in series history, while 
the losing Dodgers were con- 
soled with a losers’ check that 
almost equaled the previous rec- 
ord for a winner. 

The office of Baseball Com- 
missioner Ford Frick revealed 
that the Yankees split up a pot 
of $290,363.48, while the Dodg- 
ers sliced up $193,575.65. 

The total players’ pool, includ- 
ing the amounts going to the 
Yanks and Dodgers and the 
much lesser sums going to the 
second-, third-, and fourth-place 
teams in each league, was a rec- 
ord $691,341.61. The reasons for 
the new mark were: (1) jam- 
packed crowds at each of the 
first four games, which are the 
only ones the players share in; 
(2) increases in ticket prices; 
and (3) $83,000 from pre-game 
television. 

What each player received as 
his share of this pot was deter- 
mined by a piayer vote held be- 
fore the series began. 

Newcombe Cut In for $500. 

The Yankees voted 29 full 
shares, plus 16 fractional shares. 
A full share was worth a record 
$8280.68. The Dodgers also 
voted 29 full shares, worth 
$6178.42 each, plus six smaller 
shares. 

Each team remembered play- 
ers who were with the team 
part of the season but were gone 
by series time and the Dodgers 
even voted $500 to Pitcher Don 
Newcombe, who is in the Army. 
Yankees Bobby Brown and Tom 
Morgan, also in service, did not 
receive anything from _ the 
Yankees.

A unique hand in baseball— 
all fingers crooked and banged 
up from catching foul tips, fast 
balls and numerous other 


pitches—is back in town. It 
belongs to Joe Sugden, now 83 
years old, a member of Chris 
Von der Ahe’s 1898 St. Louis 
club and a starter for the 
Browns in the first American 
League game here in 1902.

“Sure, I remember the first 
Browns’ game in 1902. My first

land) hit me on the cheek with a 


fast ball. That put me eut of 
action for a while but it could 
have been lots worse if I hadn’t 
had a big wad of tobacco in my 
mouth to absorb some of the 
shock.” 


Switch-hitter Sugden, who 
still chews tobacco, stayed with 
the Browns four seasons and 
got in only one major league 
game after leaving them—that 
one as a Detroit Tiger in 1912. 
For many years, however, Sug- 
den caught in Cardinal batting 
practice and warmed up Red- 
bird pitchers. 

Very conscienticus about his 
longtime scouting work for the 
Cardinals from his native Phila- 
delphia headquarters, Sugden 
last year wrote the Redbirds 
asking for permission to take the 
day off. The reason—to watch 
the Pirates play the Phillies. It 
was the sixtieth anniversary of 
Joe's first major league game.

The in- 
crease amounted to 6189. or 96 
per cent. 

St. Louis public school enroll- 
ment, meanwhile, has shown a 
slight drop The figure was 
89.856 on Sept. 14, compared 
with 90,610 a vear earlier. This 
is a decline of 754 students, or 
83 of 1 per cent. Earlier it 


was announced that a slight in- 
crease was in prospect.

ation all gained students. Great-

dens district; smallest, 1.2 per 
cent, in Normandy. 


Elementary school enrollment | 


in the county rose 5347, 
43,500 in 1952 to 48,847 in 1953, | 
or 12.3 per cent, topping the in- 
crease of the high schools. | 
County public high school stu- | 
dents increased in the year from | 
13,654 to 14,612, an addition of 
6.9 per cent. 

Only in the 
garten division was there a de- 
crease. The 1952 figure was 
7345, compared with 7232 for 
1953, a drop of 116 children, or 
1.6 per cent. 

Vossbrink explained, however, 
that the decrease was not due to 
any decline in population but 
mostly to the fact many of the 
overcrowded districts had raised 
entrance-age limits. 

The decline in city enrollment 
was due largely to the same fac- 
tor, it was explained by Vernon 
Pohlmann, assistant director of 
education.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (UP)—| 
Bernard M. Baruch said today 
that the profit system is “a vital 
mechanism of personal free-| 
dom” whose greeds must be! 
tempered by dispersal of eco- 
nomic power and a minimum of 
government regulation for the 
good of the community. | 

Baruch spoke at ceremonies 
at which the Business Schoo! 
of City College, from which he 
was graduated in 1889, was re- 
named the Bernard M. Baruch | 
School of Business and Public | 
Administration. 

Baruch said the profit sys- | 
tem was “born of idealism” and | 
“a religious belief in the essen- 
me goodness of the natural or- | 

or.” | 

“We know now that men’s | 
greeds and grievances are not 
necessarily self-correcting,” he 
said. 


Valuable Social Tool. | 


“But I also believe that the | 
profit system has proven itself | 
too valuable a social tool to} 
justify being discarded because | 
of some abuse. 

“The course to follow, as I 
see it, does not lie in a concept | 
of do-nothing government. Nor | 
does it lie in a swing to the) 
other extreme of having the 
Government regulate every- 
thing. 

“Economic power should be | 
sufficiently dispersed to permit | 
the maximum freedom of ac-| 
tivity, with the Government | 
kept separate over all.” | 

Baruch said that city public 
schools have replaced Ameri-| 
ica’'s western frontier as the | 
melting pot and door to op-| 

ortunity for the nation’s new | 
mmigrants and its new genera- 
tions. | 

He suggested that business | 
might accept greater responsi- | 
bility for giving graduates of 
such apparently “humble” pub- 
lic institutions equal opportun- | 
ity with those of private col-. 
leges. ' 

Messages Read. 

Messages from President) 
Eisenhower, British Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill and Gov. | 
Thomas E. Dewey were read at) 
the ceremonies. | 

“So many are the honors regu- | 
larly bestowed upon Mr. Ba-| 
ruch,” the President's telegram 
read, “and so frequent the occa- | 
sions on which I have gladly ex- 
pressed my personal concurrence | 
with such honors, that I experi- | 
ence considerable difficulty in 
adequately expressing my deep 
* regard for this great American. 
I can say only, on this occasion, 
that any institution which bears 
his name deserves the greatest 
success.” 

Churchill said of Baruch: “His | 
long life has proved him one of | 
the greatest citizens of the) 
United States in these tumul-| 
tuous years.” ' 

Dewey said “there could be | 
no more appropriate title for) 
such a school than the name 
which has become proverbial | 
throughout our country for prac- | 
tical knowledge, integrity and | 
wisdom. The school, in turn, will | 
stand through the decades as a| 
fitting memorial to the great) 
qualities which have made the | 
name of Bernard M. Baruch an) 
American institution.” 

Sloan Speaks. 

Alfred P. Sloan Jr., in an) 
address at the ceremony, said it | 
was up to business to see that | 
private and public educational | 
institutions are given the proper 
financial support. 

“Private philanthropy, which 
has done so much for our 
private institutions over the 
past years, is seriously preju- 
diced by increased living costs 
and present levels of personal 
taxation,” Sloan said. 

“The time has come when, 
business must agen a prenees 
responsibility in the specitic 
eons of our private institu- 
tions of higher learning upon 
whose contribution to economic 
progress business is so vitally 
dependent.”

Washington U. Doctors Make 


Bladders From Small Intestines 


St. Louis Surgeons Describe Replacement 
of Organs Removed From 
Cancer Victims. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 8—Surgeons 
from the Washington University 
| School of Medicine in St. Louis 
(have fashioned new u 
bladders out of sections of small 
intestines of patients whose 
bladders have been removed 
for cancer. 

The technique may save not 
only the lives of the victims of 
bladder cancer, but may relieve 
many of_them of the severe dis- 
comfort of being without the 
organ, the physician said. 

Dr. Eugene Bricker, who col- 
laborated with Dr. Harvey R. 
Butcher Jr. and Dr. Alan Me- 
_Afee, told the American College 
| of Surgeons yesterday that more 
than 55 persons have received 
the artificial bladders. 

Usually cancer victims who 
have had the bladders cut out 
have the urine tubes from their 
kidneys attached to the large 
intestines. The disadvantage of 
this method is that germs some- 
times travel up the tubes to in- 
fect the kidneys. Infected kid- 
neys stop functioning and the 
patients sometimes died of the 
accumulation of his own poisons. 

Large Intestine Tried. 

Other surgeons have attempt- 
ed to make artificial bladders 
out of. sections of large intes- 
tines in the past, but this pro- 
cedure has been criticized be- 
cause of the number of germs 
in the large bowel, which might 
possibly travel to the kidneys. 

By using the small intestine 
sections, Dr. Bricker’s group 
hoped to avoid the germ prob- 
lem because the small intestine 
cohtains fewer germs than the 
large intestine. 

Apparently this technique 
worked. The surgeons reported 
no progressive germ disease of 
the kidneys. The two filtering 
organs seemed to be doing their 
job because the blood did not 
undergo any bizarre chemical 
changes. 


By the Associated Press. 
A young doctor today told of 
making an artificial kidney for 


$75 out of a kitchen pressure 
cooker and sausage casing. 


It helped save a young woman 
in conyulsiong and coma due to 
an error in blood transfusion, 
. William Y. Inouye of the 
University of Pennsylvania 
School of Medicine told the Col- 
lege of Surgeons. 

Dr. Inouye and Joseph Engel- 
berg, an engineer, developed the 
kidney, starting with a gallon- 
size pressure cooker costing $19. 

Inside it, they put a stainless 
steel core ($3) and 27 feet of 
Sausage casing or plastic tubing 
(75 cents) wrapped around this 
core. There’s also a plastic 
screen or filter ($1). But it 
costs about $50 to have inlet and 
outlet fittings machined into the 
cooker. 


Blood Goes Through Tube. 


Blood from a tube put into 
the patient's artery enters the 
cooker and circulates through 
the tubing, then back into the 
body. Waste products in the 
blood ooze through the tubing 
into a fluid inside the pressure 
cooker. The cooker supplies an 
air-tight system so there's less 
pressure in the fluid than in the 
blood in the tubing. 


The artery pressure of the 
blood is enough to circulate 
blood through the tubing. 

Artificial kidneys can “benefit 
people acutely sick because of 
temporary kidney failure due to 
accidents, shock, or blood trans- 
fusion reactions. They cannot do 
much for persons with chronic 
kidney disease. 

Plastic skulls are being tail- 
ored up in 15 to 20 minutes to

ABERDEEN, Md., Oct. 8 (AP) 
~The Army took the wraps off 
some of its hitherto secret equip- 
ment today in a display at the 
Aberdeen Proving Ground, but 
mumerous atomic age guns and 
gadgets were conspicuously ab- 
sent. 

Ordnance items on view ranged 
from the latest in protective body 
armor to the new 280-millimeter 
atomic cannon, set up to fire a 
conventional shell, 

Abiding by the terms of an 
order issued last spring by Sec- 
retary of Defense Wilson, the 
Army made no effort to display 
such items as the new Nike anti- 
aircraft guided missile, the 
“Ontos” carrier for anti-aircraft 
weapons or the new T43 heavy 
tank. The Wilson order pro- 
hibited for reasons of security 
and economy any “public dem- 
onstrations of important new 
weapons and equipment.” 

The 280-millimeter cannon 
which fired its first atomic 
round in Nevada last spring was 
out in the clear for public dem- 
onstration. 

The Army, which has empha- 
sized the mobility of the huge 
85-ton gun, scheduled bridge 
crossings today to prove that it 
can be moved virtually any- 
where in a battle zone. 

Also unaffected by the order 
was the 75-millimeter “sky- 
sweeper” anti-aircraft gun, with 
radar controls to detect and 
“lock onto” approaching enemy 
planes. 

Unveiled for the first time 
were a 58-ton tank retriever ca- 
pable of hauling the Army's 
heaviest vehicles off the battle-

field under fire; a 15-ton tractor 
which can travel 50 miles an 
hour and has a towing capacity 
of 75 tons; and a new twin 40- 
millimeter gun mounted on the 
chassis of the Walker Bulldog 
tank. 

Most of the other new weap- 
‘ons had been displayed before 
|including the atomic cannon, 
‘which took part in President 
|Eisenhower’s inaugural parade. 

The show was put on for the 
American Ordnance Association 
—made up of civilian manufac- 
turers, engineers and others 
who produce arms—and for top 
‘military brass and newsmen. 

The tank retriever unveiled 
for the first time, the T-51, is 
powered by a 1000-horsepower 
supercharged air-cooled Conti- 
nental engine. The Army says 
it can tow three 48-ton medium 
tanks at the same time or the 
new 80-ton atomic cannon over 
any type of terrain. 


CALS TRADE KEY 
10 FRIENDSHIP OF 
LATIN AMERICA 


Assistant Secretary Cab- 
ot Warns Against 
U.S, Adopting Protec- 
tionist Policy. 


BOSTON, Oct. 8 (UP)—John 
M., Cabot, Assistant Secretary 
of State for Inter-American Af- 
fairs, said today the United 
States may lose Latin America’s 
friendship if it adopts a protec- 
tionist trade policy. 

“We cannot exclude their 
products and have their friend- 
ship,” Cabot said in a speech 
before the Pan American So- 
ciety of New England, Inc. 

“If we are to continue to have 
friendly relations with our sis- 
ter republics, we must buy what 
they can produce,” Cabot said. 
“There is no other way out.” 

Since the Republican party 
gained control of the White 
House and Congress, there have 
been some fears that thé nation 
may revert to a h protective 
tariff. The G.O.P, traditionally 
has favored higher tariffs. 

Two Big Desires. 

Cabot said that Latin Ameri- 
can nations have two big desires 
—to develop their economies and 
to improve their standard of 
living. The only way they can 
achieve these goals, he said, is 
by “getting netessary foreign ex- 
change, funds which he said the 
American Government cannot 
provide by itself. 

“Latin America must then de- 
pend on trade and on foreign 
capital, obtained from public or 
attracted from private sources, 
for its development,” he said. 


“It is inescapable that our pri- 
mary contribution to the devel- 


opment of our sister republics 
must come through trade.” 

Cabot also said it is up to the 
Latin American republics to 
make it attractive for invest- 
ment of American capital. He 
said they “must forego the 
temptation to kill the goose that 
lays the golden eggs.” 

Cabot said in some cases pri- 
vate foreign capital likely would 
not be available and the United 
States ' Government. should be 
prepared to ‘help ‘out. These 
cases, he. said, would include 
building of basic facilities such 
as roads, public hoysing, rall- 
roads and public — 


— Not . 

Cabot said it is important that 
the United States not become 
complacent with efforts it al- 
ready hag made to help out its 
Latin American neighbors. 

“Let us pot forget that the 
Soviets have not been idle,” he 
said, “I well remember the plea 
of Chilean democratic labor 
leaders that we do something 
to match the many leaders who 
were being invited to Russia for 
indoctrination.” 

One of the best ways for the 
United States Government , to 
help out, he said, is by continu- 
ing its technical co-operation 
program under the Point IV 
program. 


PANAMA PRESIDENT BACK 
HOME, 20 WELCOMERS HURT 


PANAMA, Oct. 8 (AP)}—Pan- 
ama’s President Jose Antonio 
Remon came home from Wash- 
ington last night to a welcome 
so tumultous that 20 persons 
were trampled, cut or burned.

Jacques Fouques-Duparc, 
French ambassador to Rome, 
withdrew many of his country's 
previous objections to political 
union in a speech before the 
deputies yesterday. 


His talk was generally re- 
ceived as evidence that France 
would go along with its five 
neighbors in establishing a Eu- 
ropean parliament with limited 
powers. The other nations are 
Italy, West Germany, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg.

| The contract was then awarded 
to the Bechtel Corp. of New 
York and San Francisco. 

| Bechtel started off well, with 
'a national agreement with the 
leaders of the AFL unions that 
there would be no work stop- 
| pages. 

The agreement also explicitly 
gave the contractor the right to | 
(hire as many as 50 per cent of 
‘the workers in any craft from 
outside the local jurisdiction. 

This is where the new trouble 
began. 

On Sept. 14, in accord with 
its agreement, Bechtel Corp. 
asked Sanders to send six iron 
workers the company specifically 
wanted. These workers were 
union men, but originally had 
come from the outside. 
Sanders sent six local men fn- 
stead of the six named by Bech- 
tel. The company rejected them 
and Sanders then ordered the 
33 iron workers already on the 
job to walk off. . 

The company fired the strik- 
ers, as it had a right to do un- 
der the “no strike” agreement. 
e iron workers put pickets 
outside the Joppa plant on Sept. 
15 and other AFL workers re- 
fused to go. through the picket 
lines. 

The international president of 
the iron workers, J. H. Lyons, 
denounced the strike and a com- | 
mittee of AFL officials headed | 
by Joseph D. Kennan, secretary | 
of the AFL Building Trades de- | 
partment, came to Joppa to try 
to settle it. Leaders of the other 
craft unions ordered their mem- 
bers to ignore the picket line 
of the iron workers. 

The iron workers even set up 
a new local in Cairo, Ill, and 
decreed that Sanders and his 
Paducah local no longer had | 
jurisdiction in southern Illinois. | 
But nothing moved. 

The business agent of the new 
local in Cairo, Ray Armstrong, 
said the members of the local ae 
would not violate the picket xs. ap 
lines of the Paducah local at “ee. 
Joppa “because that would mean | , 
bloodshed.” 

The rank and file of the AFL 
workers on the Joppa project 
are clearly in back of Sanders, 
even after three weeks of idle- 
ness because of the strike. 

More than 4000 AFL members 
formed a motorcade last Satur- 
day and drove through western 
Kentucky and southern Illinois 
to demonstrate their support of 
Sanders. 

Behind this support, appar- 
ently, is the fear that if Sanders | 
loses on the original issue of the | 
six outside workers, it would be 
the beginning of other incur- 
sions. 

The issue of the six outside 
workers has now been super- 
seded by the fate of the 33 iron- 
workers who quit their jobs in 
the dispute. 

The strikers will not be hired, 
the contractor insists, and in 
this stand it is supported by the 
national leaders of the AFL, who 
say that the ironworkers delib- 
erately violated an agreement. 

Sanders replies that agree- 
ment or no, he was right in 
sending local men to the job. 
He contends also that the local 
had not subscribed to the agree- 
ment, 

The continued defiance of 
Sanders and his support by the 
rank and file present a difficult 
problem to the national officers 
of the AFL whose pledge with 
employers has now been ren- 
dered worthless.

‘Room for Assurances.’ 

“That is our policy,”” he con- 
tinued.

Same Old Elephant 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch:

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A Bad Appointment to FCC 


If Robert E. Lee possesses a single qualifica- 
tion to be a member of the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, to which President Eisen- 


hower has appointed him, it is not apparent. 
There are, to the contrary, ample reasons why 
he should not have been appointed and why, 
having been appointed, he should not be con- 


‘1 * firmed by the Senate. 


Mr. Lee, a former auditor and FBI agent, is 
close to Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, who 
tried no longer ago than last April to exert im- 
proper influence on the very regulatory com- 
mission to which Lee has now been appointed. 
At that time McCarthy summoned FCC Com- 
missioner Paul A, Walker to-a secret session of 
the Senate Permanent Investigating subcommit- 
tee at which McCarthy was the only member 
present. There he cautioned Walker not to do 
anything that would help Milwaukee school of- 
ficials obtain a television channel for educa- 
tional purposes or that would oppose the at- 
tempts of the Hearst Corp. to get the channel. 

FCC has not yet decided which applicant is 
to be chosen. Would McCarthy be more able to 


sway the FCC in this case, and to influence its 


judgments in other cases, if he had a personal 
friend and political ally on the commission? Lee 
says he will treat McCarthy the same as anyone 
else, but the risk that he would be McCarthy's 
man on the commission is one which the coun- 
try does not have to take and should not agree 
to taking. 

Lee himself has been connected with inci- 
dents as unsavory in their way as McCarthy's 
attempt to put political pressure on a FCC com- 
missioner. In more than one of them, interest- 
ingly enough, he has been connected with Mc- 
Carthy. He worked in the 1950 Maryland elec- 
tion campaign of John Marshall Butler against 
Senator Millard Tydings, a campaign in which 
McCarthy was active and his co-worker Jon M. 
Jonkel was convicted of violating the Maryland 
Corrupt Practices Act. 

Still earlier Lee directed the preparation of 
a report on the State Department which Mc- 
Carthy apparently used in his vacillating and 
unproved charges that there were many Com- 
munists in the State Department—though Lee 
denied giving the report to McCarthy. 

Recently Lee has appeared as guest modera- 
tor on a radio and television show, “Facts Fo- 
rum,” which is being paid for by a Texas oilman, 
H. L. Hunt, who does not consider the Eisen- 
hower Administration conservative enough and 
wishes to promote McCarthy’s political fortunes. 

Even if all these questionable incidents did 
not stand against Mr, Lee in the record, he 
would still be too small of stature to warrant 
consideration as a commissioner of the FCC. 
That agency licenses radio stations and opera- 
tors. It regulates interstate and foreign commu- 
nications by telephone, telegraph, cable, and 
radio. It promotes safety at sea through the use 
of communications facilities. These functions 
deserve the services of the best men available, 
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A Direction for Columbus 

That's quite a tempest that is raging at Miami! 
over the direction in which a statue of Christo- 
pher Columbus should face. A tempest, we 
should say, of prevailing hot winds. The sculp- 
tor, Count Vittoria de Colbertaldo, thinks his 
statue should face west, because Columbus was 
facing west when he sailed for the new world; 
what reason there would be for him to keep on 
facing west after he had got there, the Count 
conveniently does not say. 

The Italian consul, Dr. J. M. Degaetani, wants 
the statue to face south, since the prevailing 
winds that sent Columbus across the ocean came 
from the south. If Columbus had faced into the 
prevailing winds, we presume he would have 
discovered America backward, a consideration 
which Dr. Degaetani seems either not to have 
thought of or to have dismissed as of secondary 
moment. 

Miami's hurricane expert, Grady Norton, says 
the statue should face east, because he has a no- 
tion Columbus probably caught a southeasterly 
wind on nearing the Bahamas. 

Our only thought on the subject is that the 
Miami Columbus, if left to its own devices— 
and if a true and genuine Columbus—will un- 
questionably face north. Christopher Columbus 
was no conformist. He was a man who pushed 
around instead of being pusned around, If Co- 
lumbus had been one to face the way other peo- 
ple thought he should face, things might be a 
lot different; and things being the way they 
are, we think the needle reads north. 
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Needed: More Trial Divisions 
The serious overcrowding in City Jail grows 
from two causes. On the one hand Circuit At- 
torney Dowd quite properly refuses to trade 
pleas of guilty for light sentences in order to 


‘ clear the jail. On the other, the three trial divi- 


sions of the Circuit Court for Criminal Causes 
are unable to hear and dispose of cases fast 
enough to clear the jail. 

The obvious solution is to open more trial di- 
visions, and that is exactly what the circuit court 
grand jury is going to try to do. It intends dis- 
cussing the possibility of establishing three ad- 
ditional trial divisions with the circuit judges. 

What the judges will have to say is a question. 
But certainly there are ways to improve the 
situation. For one thing, the statutes require 
that preference be given to the criminal docket. 
There are some 13 divisions handling non-crimi- 
nal matters~now, and it may well be possible to 
reduce that number to 10. 

In addition, the Missouri Supreme Court now 
has authority to assign judges from outstate 
circuits, where the work load is light, to help 
out in an overburdened circuit like that in St. 
Louis. The circuit judges themselves may have 
other suggestions. In any event, the pressing 
need is for action, and any force that the grand 
jury can generate will be in the public interest. 
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Wise Move on Alien Properties 

Attorney General Brownell’s request for au- 
thority to sell alien properties on which law- 
suits are pending should receive sympathetic re- 
sponse from Congress. No useful purpose is to 
be served by continued Government holding of 
these properties until long-drawn-out lawsuits 
are settled. 

Instead, there are positive disadvantages to 


holding onto the properties—and very compel- 


ling ones. The largest alien-held property, for 
instance, is General Aniline and Dye Corp., a 
giant producer of photographic materials, dye- 
stuff and chemicals. General Aniline cannot bor- 
row money or reinvest its earnings without pro- 
tracted discussions as long as it is under Gov- 
ernment control. It cannot obtain new capital. 
On account of the insecurity of tenure, there is 
difficulty in attracting and holding qualified 
research and executive personnel. In conse- 
quence, the company is lagging behind its com- 
petijors, and its fortunes are closely tigd in 


with the fortunes of the areas where its plants 
are located. The rights of litigants can be pro- 
tected by making the sales subject to just com- 
pensation for those who win their suits, as the 
Attorney General proposes. The next move is 
up to Congress. 


Rhee’s Threats Answered | 

The noisy threats of Syngman Rhee's goverf- 
ment against the Indian custodial force in Korea 
have been answered—conclusively, it must be 
hoped—by the: statement of the U.N. Command 
that no South Korean raids on the neutral zone 
will be permitted. 

That is the only possible stand the U.N. Com- 
mand could take. If Rhee pulled off another 
“liberation” of prisoners, he would not only dis- 
rupt the truce but directly involve the United 
States in his reckless acts. The world cannot fail 
to notice that he has begun to flex his muscles 
again within a few days after our Government 
signed a defense pact with him. 

Quite apart from any warnings by the Com- 
munists, the Neutral Nations Repatriation Com- 
mission was only stating the facts when it de- 
clared that the U.N. Command is responsible 
for restraining the South Koreans. The U.N. 
Command has accepted this responsibility by 
informing the Communists that “our side will 
discharge its security requirements 100 per cent.” 

Whether or not a political conference on Ko- 
rea is convened—and as the days pass this 
seems less and less likely—there is every rea- 
son to proceed with the prisoner exchange as 
far as possible under the truce agreement. This 
means not only keeping Rhee under control, but 
creating a favorable atmosphere for the neutral 
commission's work. 

The U.N. Command has been highly critical of 
the. commission's first steps, just as Rhee has 
been, and at this distance some of its complaints 
seem to be captious and ill-founded. Sweden's 
foreign minister calls the criticism “baseless 
and of a nature to complicate to a very high 
degree the task of the commission.” 

It should be remembered that the commission 
is only carrying out the terms of the armistice 
agreed to by the U.N. Command. The inter- 
viewing of prisoners who refuse to go home is 
bound to be difficult and dangerous, but since 
the truce agreement permits such interviews— 
under neutral and not belligerent supervision— 
it is the duty of both sides to help rather than 
hinder the commission’s work. 
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Research on Cigarettes 

Should the nation’s cigarette makers finance 
research to determine whether or not there is a 
causal relationship between cigarette smoking 
and cancer of the lung? 

Four representatives of the American College 
of Surgeons have declared flatly that the cigar- 
ette companies have a compelling moral respon- 
sibility to do just that, and surely most people 
will agree. As one of the surgeons said, “Who 
else should be more interested?” 

What evidence there is on this subject has 
been developed generally in university research 
centers. Most of the centers are far from afflu- 
ent, Even so, medical science certainly will push 
doggedly ahead, for it wants to get the facts, 
whatever they may be. The cigarette companies 
ought to show a similar concern. 

If there is no connection between cigarette 
smoking and cancer, the tobacco companies have 
an interest in establishing the fact. If there is a 
connection, they have a responsibility to learn 
just what it is and how it can be removed. They 
could demonstrate their good faith in no more 
concrete way than by putting up the money for 
an intensive—and thoroughly independent—re- 
search effort. | 
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Shadow Boxing in the County 

The municipal officials from St. Louis county 
who met with the Citizens’ Commission on Law 
Enforcement seemed to be fully aware of their 
police problems, but they were strangely silent 
on how to tackle them. 

They agreed, for example, that the county 
needs more police officers. They admitted that 
the relatively few men now in uniform are 
handicapped by a prohibition against cross- 
ing community lines except in felony cases. 
They were sure there was plenty of room for 
improvement over the present state, of affairs. 

But the central problem is—Would law en- 
forcement in the county be improved by the 
creation of a county-wide police force? Would 
it be improved still more by a metropolitan 
force operating in both St. Louis and the coun- 
ty? Surely the answer to each of these ques- 
tions is Yes. Do the municipal officials have a 
better proposal?

Steady in the Boat 

President Eisenhower acted not a moment too 
soon in calling a halt to the contradictory and 
confusing statéments of his subordinates about 
the Russian H-bomb, The babel was rapidly 
becoming ridiculous. 

It was understandable enough that the first 
reactions to the announcement of Soviet ther- 
monuclear activities should have been somewhat 
jumbled. This man and that man in the Govern- 
ment was asked for comment and, no doubt, 
some opinions were expressed in haste. But by 
now Washington surely should have reached firm 
conclusions. And so it seemed when President 
Eisenhower said that our security had “almost 
totally disappeared,” and that no sacrifice is too 
great to prevent a “horror which must not be.” 

But the President's solemn words were fol- 
lowed by Defense Secretary Wilson’s statement 
that he does not believe the Russians will be 
ready to wage a war of nuclear weapons for an- 
other three years. Indeed, Mr. Wilson went so 
far as to say that he doubted that the Russians 
had an actual, ready-to-use H-bomb, 

Those who take comfort of a sort in this could 
compare it with Mobilization Director Arthur S. 
Flemming’s warning that Russia now “is capable 
of delivering suddenly and without warning the 
most destructive weapon ever devised by man 
on chosen targets in the United States.” Also, 
Representative Cole, Republican chairman of 
the Senate-House Atomic Committee, said on 
Sunday that the Soviet Union has enough deliv- 
erable hydrogen bombs to do extensive damage 
in the United States. But Civil Defense Admin- 
istrator Val Peterson assumes that no nation yet 
has a real hydrogen bomb. 

Elder Statesman Bernard Baruch spoke a few 
words of quiet good sense in the midst of the 
confusion. The threat of the H-bomb must be 
faced, he said, but without fright or fear. An- 
other effort is in order to induce both the 
United States and the Soviet Union to cut down 
expenditures for war and to raise living stand- 
ards. The decision, unhappily, lies with the Rus- 
sians. But that is mo excuse for panicky talk, 
one way and another, in the United States. As 
Mr. Baruch says, this is a time to be “steady in

An Interview With Arthur E. Summerfield in U.S. News 
and World Report 


Q@. There are complaints about the 
postal service and you come along and 
ask for higher rates: Isn't that what is 
in the minds of the people? Aren't you 
running into that in Congress? 

A. To a certain extent. 

Q. Do you feel you could remove the 
entire deficit by cutting expenses? 

A. I call your attention to the fact 
that we did reduce our request for ap- 
propriations by 152 million dollars un- 
der the estimate submitted by my pre- 
decessor. 

Q. Covering the 
same work? 

A. We have ex- 
tended and improv- 
ed our service. 

Q. Where did you 
make that saving? 

A. I can give you 
an example of the 
sort of thing we've 
done. In our Wash- 
ington headquart- 
ers we shall save 
upwards to a mil- 
lion dollars a a 
We reorganized it. ) a) 
The four bureaus Arthur E. Summerfie'd 
of the department had been set up on 
the assumption that they all needed an 
identical overhead supervisory setup. 

Q. Did you close down some post of- 
fices, too? 

A. We have about 303 fewer offices 
now than we had a year ‘ago. 


Load Increased by 94 Per Cent 


Q@. How does the change affect the 
service to your rural customer? 

A. In practically every instance it 
has improved it. For example, if you 
were living in an area in which you had 
to walk down the road several miles to 
get to a little post office, you would 
now have a mail box near your door. 

Q. Could you give a sort of broad, 
over-all view of the major faults that 
you have found in the department and 
what needs to be done? 

A. Modern management procedures, 
which any business man would follow, 
apparently hadn’t been followed for 
many years. It seems no one had taken 
the time to prepare a comprehensive 
program. The lack of modern equip- 
ment was amazing. 

Q. The load has increased, hasn't it? 

A. It has increased 94 per cent in the 
last 15 years. Also, there has been an 
increase of 51 per cent in the per capi- 
ta use of the mails. We are operating 
with practically the same facilities that 
we had in 1938. The Government has 
not built a post office in that time. 


Penny Rise Nets 19 Million 


Q. When the Post Office Department 
raised the rates on post cards from l 
cent to 2, did the revenues double? 

A. They went up about 19 million 
dollars. That’s an increase in revenue 
of around 43 per cent. You know, post 
cards are used primarily by commercial 
houses for advertising purposes. An in- 
cease in third-class mail during 1952 
of more than a billion pieces indicates 
that many businesses sent their post- 
card mailings by third-class mail at the 
bulk rate of 1% cents apiece. 

Q.. What about second class? 

A. We have asked for an increase on 
publishers’ second class amounting to 
only 9 per cent of the loss sustained 
during the last aucited fiscal year. We 
sustained a loss of approximately 240 


million dollars in the handling of maga- — 


zines and newspapers. We're asking for 
a rate increase of approximately 20 
million dollars. j 

Q. And you propose gradually to in- 
crease further those rates until you 
wipe out the deficit in that class? 

A. Not necessarily, because thgre are 


some other things that you have to con- 
sider, There are certain educational 
values to the public that receives sec- 
ond-class mail. 

Q. Doesn’t first-class mail already 
more than pay its way? 

A. Local first-class pays its own way. 
We're not asking for an increase there. 
Nonlocal] first-class, weighing less than 
an ounce, does not pay its way. So we 
are asking for one penny more on the 
first ounce of nonlocal first-class mail. 

Q. You are continuing the free-in- 
county privilege to newspapers? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. Do you know whether that is ex- 
pensive or not? 

A. It costs 13.6 million dollars a year. 

Q. What about fraternal and religious 
publications? Do you know the cost? 

A, That runs about 50 million a year. 

Q. Have you any idea what the sub- 
sidy amounts to in the Defense Depart- 
ment on the free mail that is sent to 
GIs and back from GIs overseas? 

A. The total was 3.8 million dollars 
last year. 


Foresees Deficit of 74 Million 


Q. Then there fs third class, which is 
used mainly for direct-mail selling. 
What was the deficit in that area? 

A. The loss was approximately 192 
million dollars. 

Q. What would be the remaining 
deficit? 

A. We anticipate that if these rate 
fncreases are granted, and if our vol- 
ume is what we expect it to be, our 
deficit would be reduced from what 
could have been a. 746-million-dollar 
deficit to a 74-million dollar deficit. 
However, since those figures were com- 
piled, we found that the estimated reve- 
nue for the next fiscal year will be 80 
million dollars short of what the pro- 
jections of my predecessor had shown. 
So we have a matter there of 80 mil- 
lion dollars to add to our deficit. 

Q. In addition to that, don’t you have 
a pay increase coming up? 

A. There are now 17 pay-increase 
bills in the Post Office Committee. 

Q. And what about the railroads? 

A. The railroads have asked for an 
increase of approximately 45 per cent. 
If that increase were granted, it would 
cost the Post Office Department about 
145 million dollars. 


3-Cent Stamp Adopted in 1932 


Q. What would the increase that you 
are asking yield under your estimates? 

A. About 240 million additional dol- 
lars. That is in addition to the fourth- 
class increase which, as I said, would 
amount to 160 million dollars. 

Q. And that 400 million dollars would 
almost eliminate your deficit? 

A. That is right. 

Q@. How can you wipe it out if your 
deficit is 700 million dollars? 

A. You forget the 152 million dollars 
we expect to save through economy 
and modern business technique. Then 
you take out the airline subsidy of 79 
million and the 34 million dollars’ 
worth of penalty mail. 

Q. This would include the franked 
mail of Congress? 

A. Yes, You might be interested in 
knowing that the total cost of congres- 
sional franked mail last year was only 
1 million 700 thousand dollars. 

Q. When did we adopt the 3-cent 
stamp? Do you recall? 

A. In 1932, Thus, there has been no 
net change first-class postage rates 
in 20 years. In that time our index of 
postal costs has gone up 98.5 per cent. 
The cost of living index has gone up 95 


per cent.

Life Is Sweet 


THE LETTERS OF SHERWOOD ANDERSON. ¢@e- 
lected and edited with an introduction and notes 
by Howard Mumford Jones and Walter B. Ride- 
out. (Little, Brown & Co. 479 pgs., 

At the end of his critical biography 
of Sherwood Anderson (American Men 
of Letters Series, 1951), Irving Howe 
asks, “What can we make of a writer in 
whom there sometimes still runs freely 
and swiftly an affection for all things 
sentient?” A partial answer lies in 
these letters, a fraction (401) of the 
5000 given by Mrs. Eleanor Anderson 
to Chicago’s Newberry Library. 

They have been selected to cover the 
period of Anderson’s productivity as a 
writer (1916-1941), and, the editors 
explain, to document Anderson's in- 
volved preoccupation with these four 
concerns: 

(1) His own methods and purposes 
as a writer and his struggle to be- 
come one ‘I want .o write beautiful- 
ly, create beautifully. . I do not 
want... even those old monks at 
Chartres, building their cathedral, to 
be at bottom any 
purer than my- 
self’); (2) his spe- 
cial sense of the 
place (or lack of 
place) of the writ- 
er in America 
(“Most of our art- 
ists give  them- 
selves up to pro- 
test and become in 
the end embittered 
and shrill”); (3) 
the nature and psy- 
chology of art, with 
particular refer- 
ence to writing (“I 
feel myself often 
an instrument to adventure in flights 
along strange paths’); (4) his relation- 
ships with other writers and artists 
(“Eugene O'Neill is a very, very sweet, 
fine man, but I did feel death in his 
big, expensive house. . .. He needs his 
fellow men. I felt nim clinging to me 
rather pitifully.”) 

A scattering of other letters shows 
Anderson's articulate response to the 
social, economic and political issues of 
the topsy-turvy ’20s and ’30s. 

He wholeheartedly reverenced the 
creative impulse and gave of his own 
strength and time to those in whom 
it was manifesting itself. Few men 
ever followed more consistently (should 
I say successfully?) the advice he gave 
his artist son: “Try to be humble. 
Smartness kills everything.” 

To one of his friends, Anderson once 
wrote: “itl 

“I have been reading Chekhov's let- 
ters. How much letters tell!” 

How much indeed. This man who, 
wrote so much of coming out of dark- 
ness into light cam here be seen in the 
light he has left to burn with a steady 
if unspectacular brilliance, One who 
deeply esteemed him—Roger Sergel, a 
longtime friend—wrote of him as he 
was toward the last: 

“The eyes were the same, black 
and impenetrable and receiving—re- 
ceiving you, receiving all and mingling 
us all with those dreams that came 
back changed into imperishable stuff 
about the boy who bragged at the 
races, the old woman who died in the 
woods, the sad hornblowers and the 
man who late at night whispered into 
the telephone that life was sweet.”

For if he were 
in any of those parliaments, he 
would know that they do not 
have 10 billions to spend on 
atomic defense, and that if they 


did have it, they would still 


have less defense than we have. 

Mr. Cole would, I believe, do 
what the people are doing in all 
the highly exposed countries.

RUIT is a splendid thing to 
start a breakfast with, but 
we have gotten in the habit 
of thinking of frozen juice when 
we think of fruit.

Apples, for 
instance. A baked apple is 
wonderful in the morning.

Standbys like grapefruit don't 
have to become monotonous.

Or broil it. Cut it and separate 
it as usual and then spread a 
teaspoon of brown sugar or 
honey over each half and dot it 
with half a teaspon of butter.

They can be made 
into omelets, of which there are 
three basic types, the French, 
the plain and the fluffy. Then 
the variations on those basic 
ways of cooking eggs are end- 
less. Here, for example, is just 
variation on the scrambled egg: 

Dice two slices of bacon and 
put it, along with a tablespoon 
of butter, in a saucepan and 
cook it until a little of fat is 
fried out of the bacon. Then 
add a cup of half-inch bread 
cubes and cook over a moderate 
fire until the bread cubes are 
browned, stirring all the time. 
Scoop the bacon and bread out 
and put in an oven to keep 
warm. Beat four eggs with milk, 
salt and a little pepper. About 
a tablespoon of milk, or even 
better, cream, to each egg. 
Scramble them in the fat. When 
stiff but still creamy, take the 
pan off the fire, put in the ba- 
con and bread and stir it in and 
serve it while the bread is still 
crisp. 

Here’s another dandy: Shape 
a pound of sausage into six 
cakes. Fry until crusty on both 
sides. Beat six eggs with cream 
or milk and salt and pepper and 
scramble in two tablespoons of 
butter. Toast six halves of Eng- 
lish muffins and butter them 
lightly and keep them warm in 
the oven while you're doing the 
other things. Put a sausage 
cake on each muffin, top it 
with scrambled eggs and serve 
it while it’s still hot.

Cracks in Plaster 
EW things can be quite as 
annoying as a crack in a 
plaster wall that won't stay 
patched. It can also use up a 
good deal of patching plaster. 
When you run across a crack 
that you've, patched in the 
proper fashion only to have it 
appear again you might just as 
well sit back and prepare your- 
= to do the job right the next 
e 


The right way in this particu- 
lar case is to remove a sufficient 
amount of the plaster so that 
wire lath can be nailed to the 
wall studding. The purpose of 
the wire lath is to reinforce the 
area and the reason you want 
to reinforce the area is that if 
the area was solid in the first 
place the plaster wouldn't keep 
cracking. 

The wire lath must be nailed 
to the studding, not to the lath 
itself. Be sure to use blued lath 
nails for attaching the wire lath 
for ordinary steel nails are like- 
ly to rust out in time, 

Once the lath is attached, cut 


back the edges of the surround- 
ing plaster, wet down the edges 
and then apply the patch. 

For a job of this size it’s best 
to apply the patch in two coats. 
The first coat can be rather 
rough and should be brought 
to a fraction of an inch of the 
surrounding plaster surface. 
When this has set it should be 
dampened and a thin coat ap- 
plied to smooth out the irreg- 
ularities in the first coat and 
bring the patch flush with the 
surrounding plaster.

It was evident to my 
eyes that a state which had at 
its disposal an inspired press and 
journalists devoted to its cause 
possessed therin the greatest 
power that one could possibly 
imagine. 

Wherever it may be, this fet- 
ish of the liberty of the press 
constitutes a mortal danger par 
excellence. Moreover, what is 
called the liberty of the press 
does not in the least mean that 
the press is free, but simply that 
certain potentates are at liberty 
to direct it as they wish, in sup- 
port of their particular interests 
and, if need be, in opposition to 
the interests of the state. 

‘It is not easy, at the begin- 
ning, to explain all this to the 
Journalists and to make them 
understand that, as members of 
a corporate entity, they had cer- 
tain obilgations to the commun- 
ity as a whole. And endless rep- 
etitions were necessary before 
I could make them see that. if 
the press failed to grasp this 
idea, it would end only in harm- 


ing itself. 
T with, say, a dozen newspa’- 

pers: each one of them re- 
ports the various items in its 
own way, and in the end the 
reader can only come to the 
conclusion that he is dealing 
with a gang of opium smokers. 

In this way the press grad- 
ually loses its influence on pub- 
lic opinion and all contact with 
the man in the street. The 
British press affords so excel- 
lent an example that it has be- 
come quite impossible to gauge 
British public opinion by read- 
img the British newspapers. This 
has been carried to such a pass, 
that as often as not the press 
bears no relation whatsoever 
to the lines of thought of the 
people. 

As, in the military sphere, the 
aircraft has now become a com- 
bat weapon, so the press has be- 
come a similar weapon in the 
sphere of thought. We have 
frequently found ourselves com- 
pelled to reverse the engine and 
to change, in the course of a 
couple of days, the whole trend 
of imparted news, sometimes 
with a complete volte-face. Such 
agility would have been quite 
impossible, if we had not had 
firmly in our grasp that extra- 
ordinary instrument of power 
which we call the press—and 
known how to make use of it. 

A year before, when the 
Russo-German pact was signed, 
we had the task of converting 
to a completely reverse opinion 
those whom we had originally 
made into fanatical opponents of 
Russia—a maneuver that must 
have appeared to be a rare old 
muddle to the older national 
socialists. Fortunately, the spirit 
of party solidarity held firm, 
and our sudden about-turn was 
accepted by all without misgiv- 
ing. 

Then on the twenty-second 
June 1941, again: “About turn!” 
Out shot the order one fine 
morning without the slightest 
warning! Success in an opera-

tion of this nature can only be 
achieved if you possess the 
press and know how to make 
tactical use of it. 

When you regard the role of 
the press from this angle, you 
will realize at once that the 
profession of the journalist now 
is very different from that of 
the journalist of yore. 

Today, the journalist knows 
that he is no mere scribbler, 
but a man with the sacred mis- 
sion of defending the highest 
interests of the state. This evo- 
lution has been in_ progress 
throughout the years following 
our taking power, and today the 
journalist is conscious of his re- 
sponsibilities, and his profession 
appears to him in a new light. 

Viewed in this way, the role 
of the press must be guided by 
certain principles, which must 
be rigorously applied. 

For example, when there are 
problems, over which men of 
eminence are scratching their 
heads without being able to find 
the solution, it is unwise in the 
extreme to air them in public; 
much better to wait till the 
thing is settled. 

Before a military operation, 
no one would dream of com- 
municating the orders to the 
troops, so that the rank and file 
could discuss them among them- 
selves and express their opinion 
of the best way of carrying out 
the operation. To act in such a 
manner would be _ tantamount 
to a surrender of all sense of 
responsibility, all sense of au- 
thority, and a negation of all 
reason,

AM very sorry that Germany 
| at the moment possesses only 

two really first-class tenors, 
for these two unfortunates are 
forced to tear round and round 
the country singing in town after 
town with neither rest nor 
respite. 

The fault lies with the direc- 
tors of the lyrical theaters and 
the orchestra leaders, who are 
not at sufficient pains to seek 
and recruit new talent. 

As a result of this lack of 
interest, newcomers are forced 
to appear solely in the prov- 
inces, and the more talent they 
possess the more extended be- 
comes their repertoire. Far 
from being able to develop their 
talent and improve their voices, 
they overstrain and ruin them 
prematurely. 

These considerations have 
caused me to order the director 
of the Munich Opera to select 
and train, in a rational way, a 
troupe of artists destined for 
the future Opera of Linz. I 
have directed him to proceed 
with the utmost care and to take 
as much time—two to five years 
if necessary—as he thinks fit. 

I have chosen this method be- 
cause I think it will permit tal- 
ented artists to develop their 
gifts to their maximum, instead 
of having to seek their livelihood 
singing any old thing any old 
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where. During their period of 
training I will gladly pay allow- 
ances to the selected artists and 
think it money well spent if, at 
the end, I am given a company 
of artists worthy of the roles 
they are destined to play. 

In this connection I would 
emphasize that the mere posses- 
sion of a good voice is not 
enough: these artists must be 
taught to act and must be, men 
and women alike, of good ap- 
pearance. The eye must also 
participate in the pleasures of 
the opera; otherwise one might 
as well not play the piece at all, 
but just Jet the artists sing their 
parts. 


Great conductors are as im- 
portant as great singers. Had 
there been a sufficiency of good 
conductors during the time of 
the Weimar Republic, we should 
have been saved the ridiculous 
spectacle of the rise to emin- 
ence of a man like Bruno Wal- 
ter (now one of the most emi- 
nent conductors in America) who 
in Vienna was regarded as a 
complete nonentity. It was the 
Jewish press of Munich, which 
was echoed by its Viennese 
counterpart, that drew attention 
to the man and suddenly pro- 
claimed him to be the greatest 
conductor in Germany. But the 
last laugh was against Vienna; 
for when he was engaged as di- 
rector of the superb Viennese 
Orchestra, all he could produce 
was beer-hall music. 

The only conductor whose 
gestures do not appear ridicu- 
lous is Wilhelm Furtwaengler. 
His movements are_ inspired 
from the depths of his being.

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Apostles of Encouragement 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


workings of every heart, said 


RITICS are often persons 

who have failed. A liter- 

ary critic is one who tried 
his hand at literature, but 
never quite succeeded in pro- 
ducing it. A dramatic critic 
is one who sits on the edge of 
the Planet No-Drama to criti- 
cize the dramas on all other 
planets. Not always but some- 
times, criticism is the outcome 
of an incapacity to produce, or 
a defense against one’s own 
inferiority. 


The patron of those critics 
who find things wrong with 
others because they themselves 
fail to do what is right, is 
Judas. When he saw Mary 
Magdalen pour precious oint- 
ment on the feet of Our Di- 
vine Lord, he criticized the 
waste. 


Being a thief, it was impos- 
sible for him to understand 
that some things lose their 
sacredness the moment they 
are put under an auctioneer’s 
hammer. A mother’s picture, a 
father’s ring, a keepsake of a 
friend—all these become de- 
valued the moment they are 
valued. 

The true giver never counts 
the value of the gift. He tears 
off the price tag so there will 
never be a proportion estab- 
lished between the gift of the 
lover and the love of the giver, 
But “the cynic,” as Oscar 
Wilde says, “is one who knows 
the price of everything and 
the value of nothing.”

JUDAS had the money bag 
tied about his cincture while 
Mary broke the alabaster box. 
His criticism of her was born 


of his selfishness, as his 
avarice was related to his 
treason. 


He gave, however, a moral 
tone of his criticism by say- 
ing that the perfume could 
have been sold for 300 pence 
and given to the poor. No 
one ever betrays the Divine 
or the virtuous without pref- 
acing the betrayal by some 
false moral justification. Only 
half the soul is in the criti- 
cism, but Mary's whole soul 
was in the gift. 


Few realize that criticism of 
others is often a betrayal of 
their own character. The re- 
proach of Judas was based not 
on his love of the poor, but on 
the fact that he was a 
thief. For that reason, Our 
Divine Lord, Who knew the 
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to Judas: “Leave her alone.” 

A greeting without friend- 
ship in it, honeyed words 
without affection, pretended 
love of the proletariat with- 
out a right conscience—these 
are the false masks of Our 
Lord would tear off the faces 
of critics, To value only what 
can be “sold” is to defile what 
is truly precious.

To reduce 
everything to the dirty scales 
of economic values is to for- 
get that some gifts, like 
Mary's, are so precious that 
the heart that offers them will 
be praised as long as time 
endures.

BECAUSE CRITICISM can 
be disappointed ambition, it 
does not follow that it has no 
function. But it is well never 
to dig a hole unless you put 
something in it. Encourage- 
ment is often a better stimu- 
lus to improve efforts than 
any criticism. 


Our mood today is more 
critical than encouraging, per- 
haps because no one examines 
his own conscience, and 
few, therefore, are conscious 
of their own faults. There is 
no character in the world so 
bad that there is still not left 
within it a potency for better- 
ment. A dry stick is better 
for burning than a wet stick, 
but there does come a mo- 
ment when the flames can ig- 
nite it. 


What human power cannot 
do, that Divine grace can do. 
Very likely Mary who broke 
the alabaster box was so Criti- 
cized by her fellow creatures 
and finally by Judas that she 
came at last to realize the only 
refuge from the slings and ar- 
rows of critics is in the Heart 
that knows all and therefore 
can forgive all. Unhappy lives 
are already so filled with self- 
disgust that criticism only 
deepens their despair. 


We already have enough 
critics; now our poor world 
needs aposties of encourage- 
ment. But whence shall they 
come except from Hope born 
of a Loving and Merciful 
Saviour?
